RETURNS HOME TO OPEN THE REICHSTAG

BERLIN, Nov. 10.—Emperor  William's |
sudden abandonment of his intentlon to
wislt one or more Spanish ports on hls re-
{urn to Germany by sea and his determina-
tion to go home by way of the Adriatic sea,
fending at Pola and taking the train for
Poisdam via Iposbruck, has given rise to
considerable speculation as tu the real mo-
tive of his change of plan. The official ex-
planation gives the health of the empreas
as the sole reason for his majesty's rapld
returning, but (s partially accepted here,
although It is well known that the empress
suffera conslderable from scasickness and
dreaded the passage across the bay of Bis-
cay, eapecially in view of the change in
temperature and the prospects of stormy
weather.

The Impression among leading politicians,
however, Is that the state of home polltica
and the inappropriateness of hia proposed
visit to Spaln at the present Juncture
mainly Influenced the emperor's dcclalon,
The imperial chancellor, Prince Hohenlohe,
represented to hls majesty the nccessity
for an early opening of the Relchstag In
view of the mass of work that body has to
get through and suggested November 20
or December 1 for the opening ceremonies.
Emporer Willlam, who Intends to open the
peasion In person, thereupon decided to re-
turn directly. The ministers have all re-
turned suddenly to Berlln and the greatest
sctivity Is observable In political circles,

The dlscussion of the government's antl-
pirilko meascre promises to make the ses-
pions of the Relchstag extremely lively,

Emperor Takes No Chances,

It 18 sugpested in some guarters that Em-
peror Willlam's roundabout detour from Pola
tn Po'sdam, by way of Innsbruck, capital of
the Austrinn Tyrol, was dictated by a plan
which, since the aseassination of the em-
gress of Austria and the discovery of a plot
sgainst the emperor's life at Alexandris,
Bgypt, bas governcd his majesty’s maove-

of his departure trom any place and the
axact route 'to be kept secret untll the last
moment.

The municipality of Potsdam, where the
imperial family will reside until the mew
year, in preparing a Wwarm reception for
their majesties. The burgomaster will rend
an address and the gullds and corporations
will line the route froin the station to the
palace and afterward file past the emperor.

The absorbing tople in the German press
during the last week has been the Lippe-
Detmold case. The verbatim publication of
the documents which first appeared in a
Vienna paper and which were afterward
copled by the entire German press, enabled
the nation generally to form an intelligent
\dea of the whole matier. In the verbatim
reprint the regent's original letter of com-
pluint is shown to bave been couched in
vory respectful, calm language and that ap-
parently the empcror had no reason what-
ever to reply by the curt, insulting tele-
gram forbldding the regent ever lo address
bhim In a similar manner again. The ecir-
cular letter sent by the regent to the
relgning princeas also set forth his grounds
for complaint in a very dignified manner.
None of the answers received to the circu-
lar letter have thus far been divuiged, but
It 4s said ln diplcmatic circles that several
of the replies recelved by the regent are
econciliatory and sympathetie, especially Lhe
one ‘from the prince regent of Bavaria,
while the replies of the king of Saxony and
the grand duke of Baden counselled more
moderation.

According to reports from those who are
noar to the emperor his majesty has lately
changed his opinton of the whole case and
now regrets (reating the regent of Lippe-
Detmold =0 haughtily and allowing the case
to go far as It bas and becoming a na-
tional seandal. It Is too late, however, lo
atop the matter and the Bundesrath will
take up the case at an early opportunl'y. It
must deal with two polnte—the regent’s for-
mal complaint against the emperor and the
protest of the emperor's brother-in-law.
Schaumburg-Lippe, against the Diet's adop-
tlon of the law of succession, which de-
clared the regents’ lawful issue entltled to
succeed to the throne of Lippe.

Remonsirance Against Expulsions,

The wholesale expulsions from northern
Schleswig, Silesla and Posen are In ocon-
gonance with the resolutions adopted by the |
Prusslan cabinet In spite of the oppmlt!unl
of the Imperial chancellor last summer, The l
Austrian government has thus far not pro-
tested ngainst the expulsions of Austrlans
fram Blleria and Posen, but the Danish gov-
ernment has, although no reply of any kind
bhas been made to Its remonstrances. The |
Danish press has taken up the matter and is
urging the Danes to stop buying German |
goods. The Prussian governmenti. neverthe- |
less, Intends to continue the expulsions for
national reasons. The trial of a French apy, |
Isidor Decog, for betraying important mili- |
tary secrets to France, was opaned before |
the imperial court at Lelpslc today. Decog's |
sccomplices have not been traced, but the |
evidence polnts to German military men s |
being Inculpated. The spy was sentenced to |
six years' Imprisonment, to ten years' loss |
of civil rights and to police supérvieion. The |
public prosecutor sald: “Decoq was an agent |
for a French intelligence department.* {

In that posi-
tlon he formerly had charge of Issuing time
checks to laborers on the government works.
From discounting a few of these himself, he
The
profit was Inrge and the demand great, so
that he took to Issulng bogus time checks,
selling them among hia friends, New ls-
sues of time checks could alwaye be sola
in time for him to cash such as came due,
s that he was able to evade discovery for
secveral years, even though no such time
chocks had been Issued by the government
for the last =ix or more years. The Southall
time checks were sought not only in this
eity but were handled all over this coun-
try and ae far east as Hartford, Conn. With |
the money he realized from the time checks
Southall was speculating In the wheat mar-
ket and backing a lecal commission house.
Last winter he lost congiderable money in
wheat, and finally, {n February, came the
exposure. The amount of bogus time checks
in the market was unknown, but the most
conservative estimate was $300,000, while

others  placed It at over $1,000,-
000, It developed during the in-
vestigation after Southall's arrest

that the povernment officials had dls-
coverad the irregularities In April, 1897, and
had discharged Southall, but did not reveal
his operations on his promise to make good
what was outstanding. On this holders or
the bogus paper have claimed that the gov-
ernment was llable and should make gooa
thelir losses.

TRAIN ROBBERS ARE FOILED

Pxpress Messenger on Santa Fe Pra-
senger Gets a Dendly Drop on One
Man and Kills Him.

BARSTOW, Cal., Nov. 19.—The first sec-
tion westbound Sante Fe train No. 1 was
stopped two miles west of Daggeit early
this morning by men sealed on the tender
of the englone. Engineer Bunnell was con-
fronted by two 45-caliber revolvers and or-
dered to stop, but this order was counter-
manded and the traln proceeded for abou!

LONDON, Nov. 19.—A curlous report in
regard to Spaln's future government is cur-
rent in diplomatie circles which, from |ts
source, a8 entitled to weight It is that there
woull be a change of dynasty—but a peace-
ful change. The queen regent ls sald (o
be convinced of the hopelessnesa of her son
eéver relgning and has, upon the advice of
the emperor of Auatria, decided, soon after
the peace Lreaty le signed at Parls—and
every one now regards this as only a ques-
tlon of days—to quit Spaln with her family,
and Don Carlos will be proclaimed king.

Everythiug is reported 1o be already ar-
ranged and the army and clergy are al-
leged to be enger for the change. Accord-
ing to the program Deon Carlos, so moon as
things are running emoothly, wifl abdicate
In favor of his son, Don Jamlie,

There 13 much agitation among the Fil-
Iplno representativea in Europe over the
Fhilippme situation, Agoncillo, the repre-
ventative of Aguinaldo, who has heen In
Parls walching the proceedings of the peace
commis=sions, starts for Washington today.
It I8 leurned that on Wednesday last he
called a meeting of all the Filipinos In Parla
and London to meet him in Paris, when a
committee was formed with the oblect of
doing everything possible to Induce France
to recognize the so-called Filipluo repub-
lic.

Aguinaldo to the Filipinos,

A telegram was sent to Agulnaldo assk-
ing for Instructions and the following reply
Is sald to have been recelved: *“Insist upon
absolute Independence. Otherwise fght to
the decath. We are all united and the gov-
ernment la progressing smoothly. Alr the
Independent tribes of the mountalns are
submitting lo Aguinaldo and the chiefs are
bringing presents of gold.,'"

Tlhe statements made by General Wesley
Merritt In reply to the appeal of the Fil-
ipino junta of Hong Kong to the American
people have caused indignation amopg the
Filipinos.. They “are. speclally Inpenwed ut
the suggestion that thsy would loot at the
ldea of being governed mw a colony. The
Fillpinos of Paris are sending a dispatch to
President MsKinley protesting against the
assertions made. .

The Liberal cartoonist plctures Mr. Jo-
seph Chamberlaln, sccretary of state for
the colonles, Sloan-like, bestride a gallop-
ing lion and catching up to other patriotic
oratore, with the remark: "I must hurry
up with my lion. I am a little late."

In fulfillment of this sentiment the
colonial secretary has made Lhres speeches,
hendling the whole field of Great Britain's
forefgn and domestic policles In his custo-
mary ungloved and breezy fashion, which
has brought upon his head a storm of angry
retorts from continental politicians.

Thelr organs remarks that no Englishman
speaks nowadays without throwing compli-
ments at the United States and one paper
charges Mr. Chamberlain with becoming re-
markably bold, ''since Great Britain has in-
duced Amerlca to promize to fight her bat-
tles,"” to which the Spectator repllies:

“We trust the American public will
clearly understand that we are not seeking
s hard and fast political alliance. We do
not desire to go beyond the acknowledg-
ment that if we or the United States gst
our backs to the wall the other Anglo-
Saxon will be at his side."

See Nothing but Good im America.

The English newspapers are unable to find
anything but good in the trend of affalrs
in the United States. They even discusa the
Dingley bill in a friendly tone, the Staust
finding in the acquisition of colonlal terri-
tory a hope of relaxation of the high tariff
in the United States themselves. It con-
serves that it would be a startling anomaly
if the Dingley tariff was maintained in all
itsa prohibitiveness In the United Btates
while the new possessions were open to the
trade of the world.

The Statist does not doubt the United
Staten fully recognizes this and adds:

“International cordiality has obtalned
such warmth that the foreboding is often
heard from the man-in-the-street that it
may be Impoesible to maintain it without
cooling. As a politician put it, antag nistic
interests may bs developed which may lead |
the Amerlcans to discover that we have !
always been arrogant, land-grabbing
Britons and we may remember that we have
always considered them blatant, offensive
Yankees. The United Statea-Canadian eon- |
terence is walched with some nervousness,
owing to fear that it may put the friendship
to strain,""

The Russian press rejolces at this
and declares that bureaucracy Is panic-
siricken at seelng Its control threatened.
